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Groups at Higher Risk for Influenza Complications 
• Persons <2 or ≥65 years of age;  
• Persons with the following conditions:  

• chronic pulmonary (including asthma),  
• cardiovascular (except hypertension),  
• renal, hepatic, hematological (including sickle cell) disease, 
• neurological, neuromuscular, or metabolic disorders (including 

diabetes mellitus);  
• Immunosuppression, including that caused by 

medications or by HIV infection;  
• Women who are pregnant or post-partum (2 weeks) 
• Persons younger than 19 years of age who are receiving 

long-term aspirin therapy; 
• American Indians and Alaskan Natives; 
• Persons who are morbidly obese (body-mass index ≥40); 
• Residents of nursing homes and other chronic-care 

facilities. 
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
